THE BALTIMORE BLAZE. 


Total Destruction of a Warehouse and 
Many Bales of Cotton. 


SALTIMORE, MD.. January 3.—A fire broke 
out last night in the four-story warehouse of 
Thurston, Harris & Co., Buchanan’s wharf, 
containing several thousand bales of cotton. 
The fire burned fiercely all night, which 


could not be prevented on account of the sit-

The warehouse building 
belongs to the Lemmon heirs, and is a total 
loss. The msurance on the building amounts 
to $20,000. 
THE LOSSES.

cotton brokers, had eleven hundred 
bales stored; insured for F138, 000. 
William E. Hooper K Sons 
lose about 140 bales; insured for $5,400. 


The grain, flour and other products in the ad- 
joining warehouses were damaged somewhat 
by water, but the owners, David Dows, Trail 
& Gambrill and Harvey & Brothers, are in- 
sured.

THE GROCERS’ BANK. 


Belief in the Story That the Institution 
— Overloaded With Forged Securi- 
es. 


NEW YORK, January 3.—The excitement 
continues among the creditors and depositors 
of the broken Grocers’ Bank. Mr. Stephen 


V. White, receiver, and the counsel 
have been present since early 
this morning collecting assets. Mr. 


White says he had already deposited $120,000 
and that the remaining assets would more 
than cover the claims of the creditors and de- 
positors. The@only losers will be the stock- 
holders. We believe the bank was suffer- 
ing largely from forged paper in connection 
with J. Lloyd Haight’s indebtedness. 

The Evening Post says: The reports that 
the bank held a large quantity of forged paper 
as security for loans were repeated 
this morning with greater emphasis 
and not denied by persons who naturally 
would deny them if unfounded. It is alleged 
the bank not only lent nearly $100,000 
upon acceptances which prove to have 
been forged by one of its principal customers, 
but thatit has obtained money from other 
banks by re-discounting this paper. The re- 
ceiver has had all the cash in the bank remoy- 
ed to the vaults of the Bank of North America 
for greater safety. The counsel for 
the receiver said there had been some talk of 
shareholders reorganizing the bank and. as- 


suming the liabilities. In case this move- 
ment should take a detinite shape, the re- 


ceiver would gladly relinquish his responsi- 
bilities.

WHOSE PROPERTY WAS IT? 


The Suit of Mrs. Goldsoll Against The Chat 
ham National Bank Closed—Argument of 
Counsel, 

This morning arguments were made in the 
caseof Mrs. Sarah Goldsoll and Mayer Gold- 
soll. her husband, who bring suit on the in- 
demnifying bond, to recover tine value of houses 
hold goods sold at a Sheriff’s sale to satisfy the 
claims ot the Chatham National Bank, of New 
York, against Mayer Goldsoll. The plaintiff 
claims that the property so sold was her in- 
dividual property, bought with money given 
her by her father for her own and children’s 


use, to be free tromthe control and restraint 
of her husband. The testimony has occupied 
the attention of the public tor several days, as 
the defense endeavored to show that the pro- 
perty sold was that belonging to Mayer Goldsoll 
while the plaintiff’s witnesses were desireus 
of proving that Mrs. Goldsoll was sole proprie- 
tor of the household goods and exercised sole 
control over that property with the consent of 
her husband. 

Mr. Jef. Chandler. of the firm of Lee & 
Chandler, made the first argument. this mora- 
ing. He represented the defendants in the 
case. After briefly covering the general histo- 
ry of the case, Mr. Chandler spoke of 
theimprobability of the testimony 1 
that Mrs. Goldsoll had received $10,000 in golc 
before coming to this country, and had carried 
it with ber on her ocean voyage in a carpet 
sack. He thought that it did not require con- 
flictis g testimony to show the improbability of 
a transaction by a business man, as Mrs. Gold- 
soll's tather wus represented to be, in sending 
the money by a woman alone and unprotected, 
when the danger would have been averted by 
takinga bill of exchange from Hamburg to 
this country. 

He next touched upon the fact as testified by 
the plaintiff, that on her arrivalin St. Louis at 
the house on Gratiot street, Mayer had visited 
her and counted $4,000 for the avowed pur- 
pose ot seeing whether it was genuine, while 
the remaining $6,000 was not seen or counted 
at all.

St. Louis this morn- 
ing at 7 O clock the atmos- 
phere was represented by 55 
degrees. This had advanced to 60 degrees at 
10 o'clock and at 1 o'clock 
was 67 degrees above zero.

ed asthe warmest day known during that 
month since the establishment of the signal 
office in this city. It is probable that the tem- 
perature will become milder and that the pres- 
ent weather will be memorable as the warm- 
est ever known in the month of January.

has rather more than twenty-five feet front, 
he has—well, figure it out for yourselves, my 
arithmetic never was tirst class. He has a 
house and lot, the latter containing a trifle 
over fifteen thousand acres; quite a slick little 
varden patch, you see, where he can raise sass 
andthings. But it isn’t garden seed he’s 
planting—it’s money. So he is not leaving 
nature unadorned, but is just slinging slath- 
ers of pretty things all over his lot. With 
artificial lakes, serpentine walks, drives which 
wind about here and there. and everywhere. 
game preserves, labyrinths, fountains, ter- 
race walks, bronzes, statuary, flower gardens 
fit for fairies to dwellin. The groves of trees 
would feel as if they ure thrown inthe shade 


were they not too old and too mag- 
nificent to condescend to notice interlo— 
pers.

There are turrets and towers, 
bay windows and oriel windows. a tine port 
cochere, a grand and still a grander entrance, 
verandas 20 feet widé—in fact, everything 
which artists could suggest to contribute to 
the grandeur of the building.

bath, or luxuriate in the Turkish or Russian 
process, after the manner. of *‘‘respectable 
people.“ The thtrd floor is designed to 
furnish room for the smallarmy of servants 
necessary to keep the wheels of this tine es- 
tablishment vreased and in run- 
ning order. Slowly destending 
from the heights. the mosaic 
work ofthe floors, the mantels of various 
colored marbles, inlaid with onyx, malachite 
and other costly stones, the frescoing of the 
ceilings, the variety of the woods used, the 
handsome carving and arffstic finish of the 
entire building are noted. Passing out through 
the kitchen, which is formed in one lofty 
story. open to and ventilated at the roof, the 
magnificent conservatory is next visited. This 
ison R granda scale as the house, and will 
always furnish choice flowers in sufticient 
quantities to decorate all the apartments of 
the mansion. The rarest plants will be eul— 
tivated, with blossoms dainty enough to adorn 
either a bride ora B. K. 

Crossing a lawn to some distance in the 
rear, and to the right of the house, the stables 
appear. They might be mistaken for the res- 
idences of some of the people a _ trifle less fa- 
vored than has been James C. Flood, Esq., 
B. K., but they are occupied by aristocratic 
horses, Which wouid sniff the air contemptu- 
ously at sight of t steady-going family 
horse which goes recMlarly to mill on week 
days and to meeting on Sunday.

Edison’s Plans. 
[From the Philadelphia Times. 
In another room Edison has a machine for 


passes to the different lamps throughout his 
laboratory. This machine consists of a series 
of coils of copper, over which the electric cur- 
rent is continually passing, and each coil is 
connected with a series of lamps. If the pres- 


sure is too great on any series of lamps, it is 
at once shown by the coil representing that 
series, and can be regulated in an instant. 
Mr. Edison seys his idea is to have, when the 
lighting company gets under way, central 
stetions to cover a square of three or four 
blocks. The electricity will go from the sta- 
tions just as gas flows from a_ meter. 
He bopes to give a grand display at Menlo 
Park in afew days. Menlo Park,’’ he said, 
on Saturday, is now illuminated every night 
to a certam extent. All the lamps that we 
bave on hand are lighted nightly, but we can- 
not give the grand display that I intend to give 
until we have more lamps. You can say this, 
however, that the electric light 1s perfected, 
and that all the problems which have been 
puzzling me for the last eighteen months have 
been solved. I expect to have every house 
here lighted and a number of street lamps going 
Within ten days. When i once get the light 
started I shall keep them burning night and 
day for at least two weeks, in order to make 
atime test of my carbon. I believe that it is 
practicallyinfusible, and I have confirmed 
my belief of experiments herein my _ labora- 
tory forseveral weeks, but I want the public 
to believe it from their own knowledge, and 
the only way to make the public believe it is 
to show itte them. Ithink that my carbon- 
ized paper is the only substance which is ca- 
pable of becoming thoroughly incandescent 
and at the same time offering to the current 
electricity sufficient resistan¢e to prevent it 
from melting away. The vacuum ir the 
globe, of course, offers no oxygen of aay con- 
sequence to burn, but the intense heat gen- 
erated by the electricity would destroy any 
other substance than this carbonized paper. 
There is absolutely nothing there tofuse. It 
is carbon, pure and simple, and no machine 
known to this age can generate enough elec- 
tricity to destroy it.’

EDISON’S GREAT WORK. 


Treating the Public to Another Exhi- 
bition of His Electric Light—He Ex- 
lains His System to the Critics—Gas 
fficials Present. 
[Menlo Park Specialto the New York Herald, Jan- 
uary 1.] 

Edison’s laboratory was to-night thrown 
open to the general public for the inspection 
of his electric light. Extra trains were run 
from east to west. and, notwithstanding the 
stormy weather, hundreds of persons availed 
themselves of the privilege. The laboratory 
was brilliantly illuminated with twenty-five 
electrie lamps, the office and counting room 
with eight, and twenty others were distribu- 
ted in the street leading to the depot and in 
some of the sdjoining houses. The entire sys- 
tem was explained in detail by Edison 


and his assistants, and the ligt was subjected 
to a variety of tests. Among others the in- 
ventor placed one ofthe electric Jampsina 
large glass jar filled with water and turned on 
the current; the little horsesfine filament 
whenthus submerged burned with the same 
bright,steady illumination as it did in the air, 
the water not baving the slightest effect upon 
it. The lamp was kept thus under water for 
four hours. Another test was turning the 
electric current off and on one of the lamps 
with great rapidity as many times as it was 
calculated the light would be turned on and 
off in actual household illumination in a period 
of thirty years,and no perceptible variation 
either in the brilliancy, steadipess or durabil- 
ity of the lamp occurred. The method of regu- 
lating the supply of electricity at the central 
station was explained in detail, as was also 
the electric motor; the latter was made to 
pump water and runasewing machine with 
only as much electricity as was necessary to 
give out an illumination of the brilliancy ofan 
ordinary gas jet. 
INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS. 

To illustrate, Mr. Edison simply attached 
the wires of the motor to an electric lamp, 
disconnecting the latter. ‘The rapid changes 
from lightto power and from power back 
again to light attracted much attention. and 
elicited not a little admiration. The method 
of produ@ing the current, the mode of meas- 
urement of the electricity consumed, the 
manner of connecting the wires and the other 
incidental details were practically illustrated. 
The simple method of preparing the 
horse-shoe filament attracted much at- 
tention. At one of the tables in the 
laboratory an assistant sat with a small 
punch in his hand, unching from 
pieces of cardboard the little horseshoes. An- 
other assistant then placed several at a time in 
an iron mould five inches square, and placed 
the latter in the furnace. At the expiration 
of alittie more than an hour the mould was 
taken out and the carbonized papers shown. 
At this stage they are quite fragile, and it is 
only*after being subjected to the action of the 
electric current that they become reasonably 
strong. The vacuum pumps were kept work- 
ing, and hundreds witnessed the method of 
obtaining the vacuum in the bulbsof the lamp. 
The wires leading from the generators to the 
various lamps were foilowed in all their con- 
nections. They were ordinary copper wires 
of about one-eighth of an inch in diameter. 

REGULATING THE CURRENT. 

The regulation of the current was carried 
on in the lower part of the laboratory, a young 
man, by the aid of a small wheel, turning off 
the current to any degree desired. Attached 
to all the chandeliers, which are of the pattern 
frequently used, were screws. by the turning 
of which the light could be turned on or off as 
readily as gas. The center of attraction during 
the exhibition was Edison himself, who was 
attired inarough suit of working clothes. 
For hours he was surrounded, first by one 
throng and then by another, and he found it 
almost impossible to get away. Many 
had come inthe expectation of seeing a dig- 
nified, elegantly dressed person, and were 
much surprised to find him a simple young 
man, attired inthe homeliest manner, using 
for bis explanations not high-sounding tech- 
nical terms, but the plainest and siimplest lan- 
guage. The sceptics were severe in their 
cross-questioning, but to all their interroga- 
tories as to expense, amount of horse-power 
consumed, proposed method of working, and 
all other details, he gaye prompt, simple and 
direct answers, which were readily under- 


stood and always convincing. When ar- 
cued with that the gas companies 


could reduce the price of gas much lower 
than it was at — and still make a profit, 
thus sficcessfully competing with the electric 
light, he referred to the electric motor to be 
used inconnection with his system, pointing 
out that even if gas and electricity cost exact- 
lythe sameto produce the electric motor 
could make a vast difference in favor of elec- 
tricity, insomuch ag the plant of the latter 
would be kept in use nearly all day and night 
—inthe daytime furnishing power, in the 
night-time furnishing iHlumination—while gas 
was serviceable for only four or five hours 
every night, being idle throughout the day, 
but he insisted that without the electric motor 
gas could not be produced nearly as cheap as 
electricity under any circumstances. 
FUTURE EXPERIMENTS. 

Among the visitors present were several gas 
company officials and electricians, who sub- 
jected the system toa close examination, Edi- 
son ordering every facility to be given them 
for making all the tests they required. Among 
the prominent persons present were W. E. 
(bandler, of New Hampshire, ex-Secretary. 
Robeson and Senator Plumb, of Kansas. All 
the visitors seemed satisfied that Edison had 
actually solved the problem of practical 


housebold illumination by electricity. The 
street lamps will probably be kept 
burning nightly for severa, nights 


to come, but the inventor will be cOmpelled, 
if he would make any headway toward getting 
ready forthe general introduction of the 
light, to close the laboratory to the multitude, 
leaving them to see and examine the light iu 
the street lamps and dwellings in Menlo Park. 
No scientist or expert, however, he states, 
will be denied the privilege of a thorough ex- 
amination of the system until all are satisfied. 
It is contemplated by Mr. Edison before long 
to light up asquare either in Metuchen or 
Rahway, adjacent towns, the current being 
transmitted from Menlo Park.

How He Became a Leader of the 
Apache Indians. 


He is First Trained With the Missouri 
Guerrillas—Goes to Mexico With 
Shelby, and Serves Under Juarez 
and Lerdo—Resigns & Cap- 
tain’s Commission and 
Joins the Savages. 


The Apache Indians are probably the most 
treacherous and most dangerous with which 
the people of theUnited States and Mexico have 
to deal. They are scattered throughout New 
Mexico and Arizona, and are natural robbers 
and fighters. Like the Coman- 
ches, they live more than half 
the time on horseback and are constantly 
moving fromone point to another. They 
bave long been the sworn enemies of the 
Mexican States of Sonora and Chihuahua, and 
the Mexican general government has 80 
far been unable to prevent their 
thieving and murderous incursions. 


The fear ofthe Apaches has greatly retard- 


ed the development of the exceedingly rich 
silver mines of both New Mexicoand Arizona, 
and they are making serious resistance to the 
building of railroads through these countries. 
A leader of one of these roving bands of 

| APACHES 

isa white man who once lived in Missouri. 
The story of his life 1s thrillingly interesting. 
His real name is Cam. Witherspoon and he 
was bornin Washington county, some fifty or 
more miles south of St. Louis. Hus father 
was one of the early settlers in that region, 
and was once engaged in lead mining. In 
1856, during the Kansas troubles, he removed 
his family to Vernon county, and he himself 
joined the Kansas invaders and was killed in 
a skirmish with Jim Lane's command. 
When the war came on the 
Kansas Javhawkers came down into Vernou 
and burned «a great many dwellings and rob- 
bed everybody who bad any sympathy for the 
South. Among the families 

BURNED OUT OF DOORS 
was that of Witherspoon, who had been killed 


in Kansas four years before. Cam. 
was the oldest child and only 
son, and was about eighteen years of age. 


Ile went and joined the Rebel guerrillas, and 
his mother and sister weut to Kentucky to 
live with some relations tii] the war should 
end. Iie was, in form, like most of 
the youths raised up in the 
country at that time. Ho 
had been used to hardships of almost every 
kind and was as well developed as most voung 
men at twenty-one. He could ride any ani- 
mal that hed four legs, could endure rain, 
snow or sunshine with indifference and was 
an expert with guns and pistols. 
it was of just such material 
thatthe cuerrillas of Western Missouri were 
made. IIis father had been killed bv the 
Javhawkers in Kansas, and his mother’s 
home had been burned by the same men. 
This was cnouch to give the necessary 

THIRST FOR REVENGE, 
and he went out breathing 
slaughter. IIe Was with some one 
of the cuerrilla bands throughout the entire 
war. First in Missouri, then in Texas. First 
onthe Missouri River then on the Osage. 
Here, there and everywhere,in the saddlejday 
und night, as sleepless as the winds them- 


blood and 


selves. He was with Quantrell when he made 
the celebrated Lawrence raid and disun— 
wuished himself by the number of 


people he killed andthe amount of plunder 
he earried off. This was near the close of the 
war. ang most of the Missouri guerrillas had 


been a very hard-hearted and desperate lot of 
men. 


No historian will ever be able to de- 
— the actual horrors of the Missouri-Kansas 
order warfare in the vears 1864 and '. Savage 
warfare could not be more desperate and re- 
morseless, The black flag was pinned to the 
standard of the opposing forces, and to be 
taken prisoner was to be shot on the spot. 
Not only were prisoners shot down in cold 
blood, but they were tortured by being scalped 
und having their limbs cut one by 
one from their bodies. It was no 
uncommon sight, then, toseea band of men 
riding throught the country with their horses’ 
bridles hung 2 
THICK WITH SCALPS. 
Cam Witherspoon was not much behind the 


worst. lle was as brave as any, as expert 
with his pistols as any, and had 
become as hardened as any. He 


served with nearly all the distinguished lead- 
ers. lle was with Bill Anderson at Centralia, 
and took an active part in that frightful trage- 
ily. After that he returned to the south side 
of the Missouri River,and was,for some time, 
the companion of Arch Clemmens. About this 
time these two men performed the daring feat 
ofswimming the Missouri River on horse- 
back in dead of winter. It was the last of De- 
cember, 1864. They had been on a visit to 
the house of a friend near Richmond, Ray 
county, and just as they were mount- 
Ink their horses to leave were surprised 
by a company of Federals. They were close- 
ly pursued, and went to the banks of the 
river with the intention of making a desperate 
effort to cross. The water was running high 
and was full of light floating ice. They had 
often made their horses swim the river dur- 
ing the summer previous, and 
IN THEY PLUNGED| 

and struck out for the opposite shore, which 

they reached in safety, andthus escaped. 

Sometime after this Clemmens was killed. 
and Witherspoon went off to Texas. When 
the war close he was one of that adventur- 
ous band who followed Shelby to Mex- 
ico, swearing that he would never 
Jive under the same flag with the people of 

Kansas, whom he had been taught to hate 

from his early bovhood,. Shelby and most 


of his men returned but Witherspoon jomed 


the Mexican army, and was under Escobedo 
at the time Maximilian was shot. 
He was made captain 0 
company and served in the Mexican army 
under President Juarez, first, and then under 
Lerdo until the latter was 
THRUST OUT OF POWER 
Witherspoon was a strong friend 

and hated Diaz. The 

under the latter became 
and degraded, and many 
resigned. Witherspoon 
had been acquainted with the Apacbe Indians 
in Chihuahua, and he concluded that the best 
way to satisfy his hatred for the Mexican Gov- 
ernment was to join them. This he did in 
1877, and he 

UAS TREN WITH tus INDIANS 

now for about two years and a half, and is en- 
gaged inthe same kind of a wild guerrilla 
Warfare now that he was in Missouri 
in 1864, He has led sey- 
veral raids into the States of Mexico and 
sects to have as charmed a le as that of the 
James brothers. In fact his’life is fully as 
remarkable as theirs, but he has not been so 
well known to the public hecause of his long 
obscurity in the 4 army. For nearly 
nineteen years his life has been one 
of bloodshed and adventure, and yet he is 
not forty years old. His career is à most re- 
markable one, and shows how easy it is to 
turn a civilized man into a savage.

REAL ESTATE. 


Review of the Market—Rents—Sales— 
Demand. 


The holiday season is not a favorable time 
of the year for real estate dealers, and hence 


but few, if any, transactions of importance 
have been made the past two weeks. At the 
beginning of the year just closed a steady run 
of business commenced which lasted for six 
months, and then it increased in activity and 
became prosperous. There have been but 
few speculative transactions during the year, 
which accounts for the even and gradua! ad- 
vance in the price of realty. The majority of 
transfers of residences were made for the pur- 
pose of gratifying the personal desire of the 
purehaser to own the roof that sheltcred him, 
and the sale of business houses was brought 
about by the same practical desire on the part 
of the merchant, whose vear of profitable 
trade and promising prospects of future pros- 
perity guaranteed the investment. Inquiries 
for city property are received almost daily by 
the several dealers, which are promptly an- 
swered, and many times productive of much 
good. Inthe pasttwo weeks letters have 
been coming from the rural districts of the 
State asking for terms on property in the 
suburbs of the city, and on this account many 
heavy transactions are now pendimg 
Which will probably be closed during the 
coming week. This is the principal 
speculative feature of the year. A very few 
of these individuals offer cash for the lots 
upon which they design to bulld, the equiva- 
lent being farming property which they would 
exchange for that which would netthema 
better income. The enormous amount of de- 
linguent taxes are fast being settled, and to 
meet the legal requirement property-holders 
have drawn largely upon the available funds 
of the different agents. Many loans have been 
made, and not afew valuable buildings are 
slightly mortgaged in the infancy of the year 
to meet this demand. Rental collections have 
been unprecedentedly large for this time of the 
vear, demonstrating the fact that the holiday 
drain upon the purse of the renter was not 80 
large as to cause him to neglect the claim of 
his landlord. As previously stated, there 
have been no large sales of real estate the past 
two weeks, but the future promises to make 
amends for this temporary lull in the activity 
ef the business, —1 several important bar- 
gains are announced soon to be made. On the 
20th inst. Marcus A. Wolff, at special com- 
missioner’s sale, will dispose of some valu- 


able property on Washington avenue, 
near Fifth street, which will be 
the first great sale of the year.

Retail Rates of All Supplies That Glad- 
den the Inner Man. 


The holiday season has greatly interfered 
with the business in the different departments 
of the Union Market, and as a result things 
are reported comparatively quiet. The warm 


weather has also had a depressing influence 


on the sale of game and other commodities of 
a like character, and, takenfas a whole, the 
present week has been noteworthy only on 
account of the small amount of businesstrans- 
acted. 

GAME AND POULTRY. 

The most numerous article in the way of 
game at present to be found in'the local mar- 
ket is the squirrel. On account of the large 
supply and the present warm weather the 
price has dropped to Scents apiece. The 
common rabbit is also plenty and retails at 
125 per dozen. Turkeys continue to sell at 


| prices ranging from 10 to 12 1-2 cents a pound 


and include the best that the market «affords. 
Geese retail for 50 to 75 cents each, while tame 
ducks dressed sell at 25 to 35 cents each ac- 
cording to quality. The wild dueks are 
scarce and will continue so for some time un- 
less the warm weather should induce them to 
leave their winter quarters. They are quoted 
at 60 to 75 cents a pair, while teul figure at 69 
cents a pair. Quails are worth $2 50 per doz- 
en, and pheasants are held at $ 150 per pair. 
Snipe are very scarce, while no bear meat is 
displayed at the market. Venison (domestic) 
sells for 12 1-2 cents per pound, and Minnexo- 
ta commands 25 cents. 
MEATS, 

The meat market has felt the holiday 
Season perhaps more than any one 
department, as during that period the 
demand for meats is largely eon- 
fined to game and oulury, wholly to 
the neglect of the more substantial class. Sir- 
loin steaks are held at 8 to 12 1-2 cents per

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NICHOLAS SCHAEFFER. 


His Sudden Death This Morning—Sketch of 
His Career. 


Nicholas Schaeffer, a well known citizen of 
St. Louis and atonetimethe wealthiest Ger- 
man in this city, died at his residence, No. 2120 
Morgan strect, atanearly hour this morning. 
His sickness was not ot long duration, asjhe 
was only confined to the house since the latter 
part of November, and his death, although ex- 
pected, was very sudden this morning, and 
was the result of heart disease. The deceased 
wus in his 66th year, and leaves a wite and 
three sons, Jacob, George and Louis, and two 
daughters, Mrs. Dr. schlossstein and Miss 
Augusta schaefer. 

Mr. Schaeffer originally came to this city in 
1837, and startedin Dnsiness in 1839. From 
that time until bis death he hes been actively 
engaged in business pursuits and at one time 
amassed a large fortune which he subsequent- 


ly lost. During his business career he was 
connected with the management of the 
large soap factory on Whsbington avenue 


and Twentieth streets, and also with a similar 
factory on Kosciusko street. He was for u 
timethe ruling spirit of the St. Louts brewery, 
and alsothe St. Louis French Window Glass 
Company. He was president ot the Pacific In- 
surence Company, and was a <direotorin tne 
St. Louis Insurance Company and the St. Louis 
Mutua), and also in the Helmbacber Steam and 
Rolling Mills.

Theeminent pianistis quite enthust 
ustie on the subject of musical art, and his 
conversation is replete with interesting aud 
useful facts and information. The reporter 
was ushered into the private parlor of br. 
Satier, atthe Pianters’ House, where the fo!. 
lowing conversation €nsued: 

In reply to aaquestion as to whether he had 
ever visited this country before, Dr. Satter 
stated that he had visited America several years 
ago. Wis present visit to this country had ex- 
tended over a period of nearly four years, dur. 
ing which time he had been mostly occupied in 
giving concerts. The larger portion of that 
time he bad spent in the piste hover: and 
wus charmed with the hospitality and genial 
nature ot the Southern people: 

MUSICAL CELEBRITIES. 

‘‘What peculiarity do you tind in America 
with regard to musical celebrities?“ 

‘‘Ifind thatevery artist or performer who 
Visits this country is advertised and heralded 
asthe great, the only, the most celebrated 
performer in a certain line, when in reaiity 
they are not so known in Europe. In fact, some 
of them, but, cf course, not all, are ‘frauds,’ 
and the public are impose" upon by such 
interior performersto such an «xtent that they 
have a distrust forthe really true artists wih), 
Visit the country trom Europe. Another pee. 
liarity which I have neticed is that even good 
piunists connec. themselves with certain 
prono Inanufactories of America, and, by be 
ing udvertised by the fact@ry, they immeuiate 
jy make «a fnencial success of their concerts jy 
Lot a musical success. Von Bulow was allied 
withthe Chickering pian „ wine Rubinstein 
and Mudame Es-ipoff represented, the Stein- 
way. Bythis arrangement the pianist is re. 
lieved of much of the expense of the concert, 
und the receipts are greutiv increased.

In what particular do you think they are 
inferior to the places you hase named?’’ 

well, in the first place they lack tne 
general culture which character zes a musi- 
caleducationin Europe, andto a certain ex- 


tent in New York. Next ther are deticient in 
that comprehensive and broud idea or under— 
standing of music. And again there is a cer- 


tuin jealousy existing between tue musicians 
thatis perpicous to the welfare of music. This 
latter trouble is mot alone contined to St. Louis, 
but is generally teitin America. The German 
musicians have as little of this feeling as any 
One Class, andre striving to elevate the art a< 
much as they can. Theodo: 6 Thomas is a strik 
Ing exau- ple of the latter cluss.’’ 

To what particulir cause do vou 
the tew musicians in St. Louis? ' 

The littie talent ot «a musical character in 
St. Louis is due ora great measure te lack ot 
proper study, and again to the apathy and 
wantot sympathy on the part of the general 
public for the best class of music.’’ 

NO GREAT PIANIST. 

Do vou consider any of the home pianists 
great artisis?’’ 

‘*There are no great pianists in St. Louis, but 
there are some of great promise. Miss Julia 
Benkendort I regard as the most promising 
artiste ancng the whole number. It is to be 
regretted that she bas been sv flattered by her 
frie: ds und hus not had an opportunity tw stucy 
music under some of the great masters. 

In conclasion, Dr. Satter expressed his regret 
that so little interest had been inanifested in 
musical matters in St. Louis during the past 
few years. The visits of the great musical ar- 
tists, with the exception of Rubinstein, had all 
been tailuresin afinancia]) way, as their con- 
certs bad not been lberallv, or even fairly, 
patronized.

The Gould Lines Commence to Do Their 
Own Express Business—New Ap- 
pointments by the Wabash, St. 
Louis and Pacific. 


The Raulway Police. 

In several of the larger railroad towns and 
cities in the country there has been organized 
a police force for the special benefit of the rail- 
roads, and kept up atthe expense of the dif- 
ferent lines. The tollowingis the report the 
Kansas City Times of January 1 gives of the 
torce in that city for 1879: Total arrests made 
during the year 1879,139, which were dis- 
posed of as follows: Fifty-one paid fines, one 
committed to State’s prison, sevenveen to 
county jail, twenty-seven to work-house, one 
to city lockup, four cischarged by employers, 
cighteen reported to employers and given a 
stuy, twelve dismissed, seven made their es- 
cape, The total amount of fines paid was 
$404 Se. This body of men have now made 
themselves indispensable to railway coumpa- 
nies, and have saved duringthe past year 
thoussends ot dollars by watching and catching 
the numerous thieves that abound around their 
yards. The force is still rather small, but Cap- 
tun Ivinson handles them to good advantage, 
making them the terror of all evil-doers.

It now 
looks asthough the old indepeudent express 
companies were going to be pressed to the 
wall, In the past they have been very protfit- 
uble.

to sccure control of the 60,000 shares of stock 
owned by the city of Philadelphia, and that a 
purchase aad trunsfer of that stock was made 
ubout a month ago. 

Does the ‘inside management’ feel entirely 
safe now that they can vote these 60,000 shares 
of stock aguinst the shares held bythe New 
York syndicate?’’ I asked. 

Even with this large slice in their hands 
they do not feel secure; they believe that less 
than $300,000 worth more will give this syndi-
